But  it  a|)pended  the 
warning  that  its  proposals  “indicate  that  the  future 
of  the  central  business  district  should  not  be  left  to 
chance,  or  to  a  hit-and-miss  program  of  public  im¬ 
provements.

The  anti -DIEFEN baker  element  in  this  couiv 
try — and  others — has  attempted  to  persuade  Ca¬ 
nadians  that  the  prime  minister  is  unworthy  of  his 
charge  because  he  is  heartily  disliked  by  the  people 
of  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States. 

It  might  therefore  come  as  ■  surprise  to  many 
in  this  country  who  have  succumbed  to  this  almost 
continual  bombardment  of  derogatory  ali^ations  to 
find  that  Mr.  Diefenbaker  and  hia  principles  are  high¬ 
ly  regarded  in  the  cafxtal  dty  of  the  Commonwealth, 
London. 

There  to  receive — as  an  honor  (o  Canada — the 
freedom  of  the  city,  Prime  Minister  Diefenbaker  was 
generously  pnted  for  his  peraonal  qualities. 

The  City  Chamberlain  spoke  of  Mr.  Diefenbaker 
as  a  man  with  “strength  of  mind”  to  draw  a  proper 
balance  between  the  Influences  on  Canada  of  the 
United  States  and  the  old  world,  while  the  lord  mayor. 
Sir  Ralph  Perring,  lauded  him  for  his  ability  to  fight 
against  setbacks,  crises  and  depressions.

Veldt  Exports  Beauty 


^  By  M.  V.  CHESNrr.  FBH.S 

It  la  surprising  how  many  of  our 
moat  valu^  garden  flowen  have 
comq  to  us  from  South  Africa.  The 
flamboyant  scarlet  bedding  geranium/ 
the  dainty,  many-colored  namesia  the 
tiny  dark  blue  lobeUa  aiid  the  fltahy- 
leafed,  drought-raatotant  mraembry- 
anihcn-um  are  all  dwellers  of  tha 
rolling  vfidt  country. 

Al  our  houae.  1  think  the  South 
African  natives  wa  value  the  mo^t 
—especially  for  out  flowers-  are  tha 
colorful  marabtrs  of  the  daisy  family 
Gazania,  Ursinla,  Arctotto.  Dimor- 
phptheca  and  Venidlum.  These  are 
all  datoy-like  In  appearance,  with  ray 
patala  surrounding  an  aye  of  contrast¬ 
ing  color,  and  all  art  sun-lovari.  doing 
beat  on  lightish,  sandy  loam  Just  a 
little  on  the  thy  aide.

D I  m  o  r  pkotbeca,  pranoanced  DI- 
mor-FOTTf-^a,  Is  known  also  aa 
Star  ot  the  Veldt  and  Namaqualand 
daisy.  This  to  a  little  honey  of  a 
flower,  standing  about  a  foot  tall, 
and  covering  Itself  from  late  June 
until  October  with  literally  hundreds 
of  the  cleanest  neatest  daisy  flowers 
you  ever  saw,  on  straight,  wiry  stems, 
and  in  the  most  efUrandng  colors. 

The  original  wiU  plant  bora 
flemerx  In  a  glowing  orange  shade, 
and  this  to  still  availible  under  tha 
name  DimorphoCheca  auranttaca.  But 
in  the  hands  of  the  hybridiion,  a 


wide  range  of  new  colors  to  now 
available.  Including  pure  white, 
lemon,  apricot  salmon  and  cream, 
some  with  a  wide  band  of  dark  blue 
at  the  base  of  the  petals.  The  orange 
and  biacuit-colfared  blcxmis  in  par 
tkrular  kKik  wonderful  arranged  In  art 
antique  burnished  copper  beer  mug. 

Star  of  the  VeMt  la  as  easy  to 
grow  as  a  radUh.  Tha  seeds  are  flat, 
papery  discs  rather  like  theae  of 
UUcB  and,  while  you  can  get  an  early' 
start  by  sowing  thfsn  in  late  Manti 
under  a  coMframe  or  in  a  raol  glass- 
houae.  It  Isn't  really  nacessaiy.  Just 
bung  them  In  the  ground,  very  shal 
lowly.  In  May.  making  sur#  th^  will 
get  plenty  of  sun  throughout  the  day. 
a  a  a 

Venidlum  or  Monarch  of  the 
Veldt  makes  a  Mggcr.  slightly  coarser 
but  more  dramatic  plant,  sunding 
2H  to  three  feet  tan  with  dalsy-like 
fkmrcrs  four  to  five  inches  bctobs 
borr.e  on  long  cutting  stems.  Colors 
are  cream,  yellow  salmon  ecrisr  and 
deep  orangey  all  with  a  wide  hand  of 
deep  purple  and  shiny  black  centres. 
Thr  whole  plant  le  covered  with  fine 
white  hairs  giving  it  a  most  attractive 
woolly  appearance.  Here  again,  no 
special  effort  to  needed  to  grow 
venktium.  Simply  aow  the  aoedi^ 
«^ra  the  plants  art  lo  stand,  pref 
trabiy  in  a  hot.  dry.  difficult  situs 
tiOR.  ifHl  thin  out  to  give  18  inches  of 
aibow  room  beiwaott  plants. 


Ursinia.  Jewel  of  the  Veldt.  Is 
truly  a  Jewel,  the  dainiieat  of  all  the 
South  Africans,  with  ferny.  flntty’CUt 
foliage  and  gUsiening  burnt  •orange 
flowers  with  a  dark  blue  eantre.  The 
plants  grow  about  tS  inches  tall  and 
a  foot  acroaa.  with  the  blooms  carried 
on  thin,  wiry  stems.  'TTiaat  also  Ilka 
a  sunny,  rather  parched  location- 


To  the  boat  of  my  knowiedga. 
Gszania  Has  no  ge.naralJy  accepted 
nickname.  Actually  a  not-qutta-hardy 
perennial,  it  to  eustocnary  to  treat  it 
as  a  half-haidy  annual,  either  starts 
if\g  the  seeds  utxler  glass  ia  March  or 
in  tha  open  garden  in  May.  This  to  a 
tiny  plant  with  very  large  flowers 
four-inch  blooms  on  an  eight-inch 
plain— not  long -Blcfn mad  enough  for 
cutting  but  moot  colorful  and  eya- 
catching  for  bedding-out.  Bacauae  oi 
its  si»  and  compact  habit  of  growth, 
Cazama  makes  a  grand  little  pot 
plant  loo. 

ITie  flowers  of  the  type  plant  ara 
golden  orange,  some  with  a  greet) 
band  on  the  petals,  with  the  newer  .

The  ground  hugging  leaves  are  green 
on  top.  felted  white  below  and  after 
dark  the  leaves  reverse  themattvea.
